GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN UNION. 


Another ominous note has come from the heated 


German presidential campaign which Is drawing to a 
close 


Von Hlndenburg's candidacy was In Itself sufficient- 


ly alarming. The former field marshal has had little 
sympathy for the newly-established German republic 
In public utterances and through written statements, 
he has, previous to his selection by the Nationalists, 
been strongly committed to monarchlal government. 
At this time his seeming devotion to a republican 
form of government cannot be given too much cred- 
ence. 


But now comes ex-Chancellor Marx, the candidate 


of the republican bloc for president, with an un- 
equivocal declaration for a union of Germany and 
Austria. Dr. Marx declared that tl-.s question of the 
annexation of Austria by Germany was Just a small 
part of the complex question Including the security 
compact agreements which are destined to bring 
peace to Europe. 


"The oldest country of German culture and history 


is Austria," he said in ana address delivered In Berlin. 
The annexation to the brother state of^_Austrla and 
he creation of a Greater Germany, the dream of more 
than a centui\, can be demanded now when the se- 
curity compact Is under discussion." 


It would seem ".at Dr Marx has stolen HlnJen- 


burg's stuff 
Certainly his Berlin address has the 


same ring of some of the now famous communications 
which the foimer field marshal addressed to the 
soldiers of the Kaiser. 


Trie close union of German and Austrian Interests 


in 1914 ultimately led to the war which embroiled the 
entire continent and a large portion of the clvillied 
-world 
Never will the Allies consent to such a re- 


grouping of Interests again, even though Germany 
and Austria have been shorn of much of their power. 
As the hope of those who wanted to see the republic 
of Germany to continue to strengthen Itself, the latest 
remarks of Dr. Mark will be read with disappoint- 
ment. Me ha* given voice to the ambition of every 
pan-Oerman from Bl*m*rck's day on down to the 
present time.

The planet* were formed, accord-

planets also began 
to rotate on 
their axes in that earn* direction, 
just as friction bafls running In a 
circular groove turn the aame way 
that they go around the circle.

urn also ' revolve In the 
contrary 
direction, although 
most 
of the 
satellite* of those 
many-mooned 
planet* obey the regular rule. 
It i* the mo*t distant 
of 
the 
satellltea of Jupllelr 
and 
Saturn 
that revolve the wrong way, and it 
Is alao the moat dlltant .of 
the 
planet*—Uranu* 
and 
Nsptun*— 
that rotate the «rongv way, and In 
thia fact probably He* the clue to 
th* exception*. 
Notwithstanding 
thoee exception*, th* overwhelming 
majority of planetary motion*, both 
of revolution around the sun and 
of rotation on their own axel. Is 
accordant, ail taking place In the 
direction which we on tho earth 
call "from we*t to east." 
The sun itself rotates In this di- 
rection, as It should Inevitably do 
If It is simply the condensed core 
of what was once a rotating nebula, 
from which the planet* have been 
evolved. Why that nebula *hould 
have begun rotating one way rather 
than th* other we have no means 
of telling.
